The Shooting. 

About 8 o’clock last night the saloon of 
Leonard Offerman, on the southeast corner 
of Fifth and Elm streets, was the scene of a 
shooting affray of the most approved sensa- 
tional order. The principals were Mrs. Julia 
Bende, wife of the proprietor of the Union 
Depot - Hotel, on Spruce _ street, just 
north of the Central Market, 
and Leonard Offermau, the proprietor of the 
saloon and the lady’s brother-in-law. Short- 
ly before 8 o’clock Mrs. Bende called at the 
saloon and informed Offerman that she de- 
sired a private audience with him. He re- 
fused to grantit, telling herto go up stairs 
and see her sister if she desired. and not speak 
to him. Hard words passed freely between the 
two, and then Offerman, catching the woman 
by the shoulders, endeavored to put her out 
of his saloon. He succeeded in getting her to 
the door, when she drew a small revolver 
which had been concealed beneath ber apron, 
and fired two shots point blank at her 
antagonist with the rapidity of 
thought. Offerman reeled, staggered 
and fell to the floor, and the woman, with the 
revolver in her hand, walked quietly out into 
the street, where she was taken into custody 
by Officer Willow. The pistol] reports and the 
news of the shooting spread like wildfire, 
and withinafew moments the saloon was 
thronged . with a crowd of the curious. 
Some of the wounded man’s 
friends were dispatched for Dr. Ludwig, and 
on the pbysician’s arrival the paticnt was car- 
ried up to his room above the saloon. An ex- 
amination of the wounds, two in number, 
showed one to be dangerous,and at first glance 
it looked as 1f one would prove fatal. It had 
evutered the left cneek uear the base, and 
ranged upwards and was thought 
to have lodged under the 
eye, The second shot had penetrated the 
fleshy part of the left arm above the elbow 
and was only painful. After an hour spent in 
probing the ball in the face was found and ex- 
tracted, and Mr. Offerman’s wounds were 
pronounced not necessarily dangerous. 

The cause of the shooting was at first 
a mystery, but on being properly inyes-

Bende isa middle-aged woman, and every 
line of her kind though determined-looking 
face bears evidence of a life of toit, almost 
drudgery. Sheis about the medium stature 
of woman, rather inclined to adipose, and 
with a little better knowledge of the 
English language would be a brilliant conv er- 
sationalist. 

™<‘*Mrs. Bende,’’ the interrogator began, 
‘‘vou admit the shooting of Leonard Oilfer- 
man last night, do you net?’’ 

‘*Certainly, certainlv,’’? was her ready an- 
awer, *‘and if you will just listen I will tell 
you why I done so, for Iwas acting in the 
right and would shoot him

I 
have expended several thousands of dollars on 
Offerman, and if he was any man he would 
not treat me the way he has done.’’

At any 
rate, it will be several days before he is out of 
danger. 

He feels very bitter towards Mrs. Bende, 
and will, in the case of his recovery, Wager a 
bitter prosecution against her under a charge 
of assault to kill. The general opinion seems 
to prevail that while Mrs. Bende acted too 
hastily inthe matter, Offerman deserved a 
chastisement of some nature for his brutal 
conduct tow vards his old mother-in- law. 


AN INSANE ACT. 


The Deadly Assault of Reeves on His 
Young Wife. 


A Rambling Interview With 
the Prisoner. 


His Incoherent Talk—Imagining He was About 
to be Poisoned—The Wife's 
Condition. 


William C. Reeves, who riddled his young 
wife with bullets at Dunhbam’s candy factory, 
on North Main street, yesterday afternoon, 


full particulars of which appeared in the | 


PostT-DISPATCH last evening, is 
passing a very restless day in 
the Central District Police 
Station. The wounded wile islying, half-dead 
with pain and fear, at her scantily-furnished 
home, No. 805 North Sixteenth street. She is 
all forgiveness. She whispers almost every 
minute that her husband did not intend to 
shoot her. She is surrounded by her family 
and friends, and is receiving all necessary at- 
tention. 

There can be but little doubt of Reeves’ in- 
sanity. The slassy stare of his eves would 
give the lie to any assertion tothe contrary if 
it was not for his rambling,incoherent remarks 
about the candy factory, athletic contests and 
his wife. He converses freely about the shoot- 
ing, and scems possessed of an insatiable 
desire for coffee. He complains of his 
head and nerves, but hoots at 
all ideas of his being in a demented eondition. 
He allowed himself to be interviewed bya 
representative of the Post-DIsPpAatcnH this 
morning, and spoke in the most business-like 
manner of his attempt to take his wife’s life. 

REEVES’ STATEMENT. 

‘*Poor little Lizzie, 
never to bpeve shot her, said Reeves, 
his lips trembling at the thought 


of what he had done. Sheis utterly inecom- 
petent of sinning and lama brute to have 
ever thought unkindly of her or treated her 
harshly. “Do you know,’’ he continued ina 
more confidential tone, *‘that I used to beat 
her, not very bard, no, not very bard, and 
she loved me all the better. I used to go 
home so tired and my head just bursting, and 
would fan me and would pnat 
a cold rag on my forehead, and then I would 
strike her. Ihave woke up of nights and 
struck her as she lay sleeping by my side. I! 
will tell you why I shot her yesterday. We 
both went down to work and | asked her to 
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she said she would. Well, at noon ora little 
past, we went to get our luneb, and when 
| had eaten a few bites I asked for the coffee. 
She had forgotten it. I went down and got 
some ice warer and as I was drinking it I came 
to the conclusion that Lizzie did not prepare 
me any coffee from the reason that she wanted 
to poison me, [then went right back to her 
and shot her. She ksows very well 
that I did not intend to doit, and forgave me 
right then andthere. My nerves are not right 
this hot weather. ’’ 

**Did she ever threaten 2 poe you?’’ 

**No; she never thought of such a thing.’’ 

**Was she false to you?’’ 

‘*No; she had no other lover or friend, 
thinks the world and all of me. 

**Why, then, did you doubt her and at- 

tempt to murder her?’’ 

‘*] guess it was this way. I caught her shak- 
ing out a towelin the bath-room one day not 
long ago and thought she was hunting for a 
package of something 

TO POISON ME, 
You must know thatthere is a doctor in this 
town who I believe would like to kill me, and 
i think that he was in_ conspiracy 
with my wife on that point. I used to get so 
out of patience when Lizzie would persist in 
fanning me at the supper table of an evening 
and not eat herself, end I got to thinking that 
she bad poisoned the food perhaps and would 
noteatofit. Irun her mother out ef the 
house and cursed her one Sunday night when 
she came over, because I thought she 
stood in with my wife in wanting to get rid of 
me. 1 don’t care what becomes of me now 
just so my little wife gets well again. I would 
rather die now than live, and rf she dies I will 
die too, for 1 would not live without her.’’ 
A COMMITTEE OF PHYSICIANS 

will examine Reeves some time during the 
latter part of this week, and itis most likely 
be his 
committal to some asylum for the insane. 

Shortly afier noon to-day the brother of 
Reeves’ wife swore out a warrant for his ar- 
rest on a charge of assault to kill and he was 
transferred to the City Jail lo answer at some 
future date.

WASHINGTON.: July 1, 1879.—On Friday 
we attended by invitation the anaual distribu- 
tion of premiums at Georgetown Convent, 
which you know is cne of the oldest educa- 
tional institutions in this country. Tt was 
founded in 1799, and is under the supervision 
of the Sisters ef St. Francis de Sales, or as 
they are better known, ‘‘The Sfsters of the 
Visitation.’’ The buildings cover a square of 
ground, are filled in withevery modern im- 
provement—that is, have steam heat, gas- 
light, elevator, etc. There are _ lovely 
grounds, in which the pupils keep fresh the 
roses on their cheeks, and a farm to which in 
fine weather they are obliged to go every day 
after dinner. In ante-bellum days 
the patronage of these Roman 
Catholic convents atid colleges came from the 
South, and the catalogues held few names of 


northern patrons, and fewer still of those 
whose homes lay near the setting sun. The 
Southern people were rich, their schools were 
not up to a progressive e standard,and they sent 
their children north to get what was not easily 

rocurable at home—an education. I have 

cnown five daughters of a family to be at the 
same academy, “each receiving in proportion 
to her age and capacity every advantage that 
money could pay for. Nor were these people 
all of the Roman faith. Every denomin- 
ation was then, as it ‘is now, 
represented; girls of the Protest- 
ant religion and girls with no religion, all 
came to the good Sisters or the holy Fathers 
to jearn what they might. Now all this is 
changed, and the chef support of these re- 
ligious seminaries comes from your great 
West. The balance of wealth is there; the 
thirst for knowledgeds there. and the desire 
for cukure is growing stronger every vear.

The ground at the Water Tower is One 
Hundred Feet Above the City Directrix. 
The Toweris 175 feet high, being the 
highest Roman Corinthian column in the 
world. 

The river, from the top of the Tower, 
is singularly interesting. Men look like 
children; children look like babies; small 
houses look like toy houses; large houses 
look like small houses. A good glass and 
aclear day adds much to the entertain- 
ment. 

Water Tower Heights commands a 
view from the ground of the Missis- 
sippi River for fifteen miles. At morn 
and evening the air is very refreshing. 
At midday it is warm, on account of be- 
ing nearer the sun.
